It was with, a feeling of profound 
shook that the people of the 
valley 
learned of the sudden death on Satur­ 
day mornyog, April 24, of John Heath 
of Cienega avenue, one of 
tho 
best 
known, best loved and most highly re­ 
spected of the rjrominent ranchers in 
this locality. 


Death came unexpectedly, his family 
and friends alike not having any pre­ 
vious knowledge that he was in a ser­ 
ious condition. 
On the evening before 
his death he walked to Covina as was 
his almost daily practise, and spent a 
short time with friends. 
On the morn­ 
ing of his death he was at work on his 
ranch. H<s was able to get to the house 
when stricken, but died a few minutes 
after the arrival of Dr. G, D. Jennings. 


John Heath was a quiet, unassuming 
man, but with great strength of char­ 
acter. 
He possessed to a remarkable 
degree the natural charity of a gentle­ 
man. 
His convictions were deep and 
abiding in religion or in politics and 
the philosophies of life, but he was al­ 
ways tolerant of tho opinions of other 
people, and dwelt in the community^n 
peace wth everyone. It is not top much 
to say that he was loved by overyone 
who know hm. 


• Ho was one of a family of nine chil­ 
dren, pioneer people in the Covna val­ 
ley. Years before this valley had been 
settled tho Heath family made its homo 
here, and tho members of it have boon 
intimately identified with all tho phases 
and steps of progress in tho citrus in­ 
dustry.

Heath saw tho plains 
transformed from sunflowers and mus- 
fajrcl.to that pf- green citrus .orchards,

For several years ho was engaged^ 
with a brother in the business of buy­ 
ing citrus fruits, but of late years ho 
had remained on tho ranch on Cienega 
avenue with his mother, occupying his 
whole time in raising orangeB and in 
caring for her. 
I t was said of them 
that John Heath and his mother were 
more than mother and son—that they 
were loving comrades. Ho was 47 years 
old and unmarried, and ho devoted his 
life to his mother, to his church and to 
a few simple pleasures that ncv.or took 
him but a short way from tho ranch 
home. 


A remarkable and spontaneous tri­ 
bute was tendered to him on Monday 
afternoon, April 26, at two o'clock in 
tho Covina First Christian church. Tho 
church was crowded with townspeople, 
valley ranchers, and .with fellow ship­ 
pers in tho orange business who had 
come to hear the words spoken com­ 
memorative of this lovablo and useful 
citizen. 
Rev. G. W. Thompson of the 
church spoke very feelingly 
of 
the 
valuable assistance Mr. Heath had been 
in the church and Sunday school work, 
of his desire to assist to the best of 
his ability in the building up of tho 
organization. 
Ho was sincere Chris­ 
tian, and ono which the pastor said was 
willing to work quietly behind others 
rather than to occupy prominent places. 
Tho pastor spoke of him as one of the 
most valuable Christian 
workers 
tho 
church possessed. 


Rev. D. F. Stafford, former 
pastor 
of tho church gave also a tender and 
eloquent tribute to the memory of this 
man. 
He had worked with him 
for 
four years, during which time they were 
as .brothers working in tho same cause. 
While John Heath was a man 
who 
possessed his t>wn opinions, he was al­ 
ways willing to allow his friends 
to 
think as they wished, tho speaker said. 
He had strong convictions in politics, 
but did not allow those convictions to 
in any way estrange 
him 
from 
hi* 
friends.

Gorsline is a ccmont contractor and 
builder of largo reservoirs. 
He is tho 
contractor who installed the irrigoting

ranch of 700 acros southeast of Covna. 
and the reservoirs for tho Unruh-Kauflf- 
man tract south of Covina. 


Tho big flood of two years ago wash­ 
ed his house down tho Walnut Wash 
and nearly drowned himself and family, 
together with several workmen.

line and his men wore forced to take 
refuge in a big tree at that time.

big automobile truck. 


This summer ho had accumulated a

E. A. Chase of Riverside, at tho head 
of tho Xntionnl Orange Compnny of 
that district, which has 1,500 acres in 
citrus fruits, was in Covina on Tuesday, 
spending an entire afternoon in com­ 
pany with James R. Hodges, horticul­ 
tural inspector of one of tho Covina 
districts. With Mr. Cliuso was A. D. 
Shamel, 
s pathologist 
of 
tho 
United 
States federal department, whoso work 
8 being dono at tho Riverside Experi­ 
mental Station. 


Mr. Chaso WAS in Covina to inspoct 
the results of two years of mulching 
citrus trees, a report of which was re­ 
cently mado to tho Rivorsido experi­ 
ment station by ono of its exports. Tho 
particular experiments aro to bo found 
on tho ranch of A. B. Howell oast of 
Covina city, and on a few acros belong­ 
ing to J. H. Rohror. This mulching ays- 
torn has boon caTriod on undor tho-sup­ 
ervision of Mr. Hodges. 


As a result of inspecting tho work, 
and .becauso of tho favorablo roportH 
mado by federal and state exports, Mr. 
Chase said whilo in Covina that ho in­ 
tended to mulch 400 acres of his citrus 
property and givo it a thorough trial. 


On tho ranch of Mr. llowoll, tho 
mulching has boon dono with bnrnyard 
manure, hooping tho mulch bonoath tho 
drip of tho troo. Qthor mulching ox- 
porimonts in tho valloy have boon dono 
with Btraw and alfalfa. It Is tho opin­ 
ion of „thc stato department that muoh 
of tho ncrotfgo in citrus fruits in tho 
future 
will bo covored 
with 
alfalfa 
hay, as this not only retains tho mois­ 
ture, but has a certain amount of nitro-

Chase. To'make 'the surface of the orN 
chard as much like the floor af a f oroBtJ 
as possible is now tho aim, and to mako 
a perfect culture bod for all kinds ,of 
bnctorin.

ago when 
experiments 
first began to bo mado hero. 


That a largo grower of tho calibro 
and standing of Mr. Chase has decided 
to UBO mulch in prefornnco to cultiva­ 
tion in summer, and will arrange his 
orchards so that irrigating can bo dono 
without disturbing this top covering, is 
significant to tho industry, i t is under­ 
stood that tho Rvorsido oxporiment sta­ 
tion is preparing a longthy treatise on 
this question, based for tho most part 
on tho Covina experiments. Thoro aro 
several scientific 
investigators in the 
state who are now predicting that a 
largo portion of the cultivating and 
plowing in citrus orchards wilf bo aban­ 
doned in tho next few years.

Of "friend­ 
s h i p " has been said: " I t is a medicine

steps of old a g e . " In all of the bright 
lexicon of English, there's no finer 
word than " l o v e " ; and " t r u t h " seems 
to be a fitting associate. So, we say, 
these pioneers builded for eternity and 
much " b e t t e r than they k n e w . " They 
laid broad and deep the foundations 
for the great organization which in 
magnificent stature and future 
grand­ 
eur, seems destined to be the finest that

civilized world shall know. 
When 
we remember how limited, in that day, 
was the diffusion of education, we must

Last week the Covina Argus pio­ 
neered with a long tabulation of the 
retail prices being received in eastern 
cities for ornngCs, the figures being 
compiled by tho California Fruit Grow­ 


ers' 
Exchange. 
Several papers 
have 
followed 
suit 
without 
making 
com­ 
ment, but the Riverside Press, after 
printing some of tho tabulation, says 
editorially: 


The California 
Fruit Growers' Ex­ 
change has been keeping track of tho 
retail prices on oranges and lemons for 
several years, receiving reports 
from 
their eastern offices the 1st and 15th of 
each month, giving the price charged 
on those days by representative retail 
merchants on each sizctif fruit in stock. 


Tho 40 markets reported below show 
the prices asked by tho representative 
retailers in these markets and include 
all sections of tho country and Canada. 


Including all the quotations, the a'v-| 
erago is 37% cents per dozen on 12(ls,! 
31 V& cents per dozen on 150s, 27 cents 
per dozen ion 170s, and 22% cents per 
dozen on 200s. This is indicative of 
what the public in general is paying 
for California navels in tho cities, in­ 
stead of 40 cents to 175 cents per dozen, 
as reported in individual cases. 


The range of prices is lower than it 
has been generally understood by the 
growers was prevailing. 
An analysis 
of the schedule, however, discloses some 
interesting discrepancies. Why, for in­ 
stance, should oranges of tho same size 
and grade be selling in Albany for 5 
cents a dozen and in Boston for 32 
centst in Chicago for 38 cents and in 
Cleveland for 271 in Fort Worth for 
40 cents and in Houston for 28! in St. 
Joseph for 40 cents and in St. Louis 
for 30 centsf 
And take the situation 
in California cities as another 
point 
that will bear investigation. Tho retail 
price of oranges is higher in San Frun 
cisco and Sacramento than in Indiana 
polis, Pittsburg and Wheeling, and the 
same as in Boston. There is no logic in 
that. The price quoted in the two Cali­ 
fornia cities is not high, 32 cents a 
dozen, but that is $3.25 a box for fruit 
that did not bring over (JO cents to the 
growers. The margin is certainly great­ 
er than it ought.to be. 


These retail quotations will 
furnish 
the 
growers 
interesting 
food for 
thought, but they do not make it clear 
that 
the producer 
is 
getting hi* 
proper share of what 
the consumer 
pays. The Albuny price, for instance, 
means $5.25 a box; only 50 or 75 cents 
of that comes to tho grower, and he 
cannot easily be convinced that this is 
a "square deal."

Sound Deflection. 


Sound does not always travel through 
the air In a straight line. 
It often 
happens that two zones of sound are 
separated by a zone of silence. In W0H 
an explosion of dynamite on the rail­ 
road then building up the Jungfrau 
was heard in two different zones. The 
first extended through a radius of for­ 
ty kilometers around the explosion. 
The other began at a distance of 140 
kilometers, the sound being unheard 
in the intervening 100 kilometers. Sim­ 
ilar 
phenomena 
had been 
observed 
elsewhere, and physicists tried to ex­ 
plain them by the reflexion of the 
sound waves from certain atmospheric 
strata. 
Professor Fujlwhara, who has 
studied such matters during volcanic 
eruptions in Japan, asserts now that 
these phenomena depend upon the di­ 
rection of the wind in the middle strata 
of the atmosphere.
